reasonable profit upon his 
invetsment and his labor, growing along the slow 
but safe line of natural developmerft, He took a 
fair profit, put that profit into his capital and 
generally but sanely enlarged his incoMe and for- 
tune. Then the country suddenly reached an era of 
Magic development; new lands offered rare chances 
for. exploitation in real estate; railroad building 
presented unheard-of chances for financial manip- 
ulation; the discovery of mineral wealth made 
great fortunes quickly; oil wells made the poor 
rich over night; withal, tariff Subsidies, railroad 
favoritism’ and other forms of special privilege 
built up colossal fortunes so ‘suddenly that the 
‘old methods of natural development seeMed slow 
and crude. Practically the whole country became 
inocculated with the get-rich-quick virus, and it 
has never purged its system of it since; but, on 
the contrary, added to it a thousand times be- 
cause of the late world war. 

Now ambition scorns such puny wealth as can 
be accuMulated honestly and norMally within a 
human lifetime. As a nation, we are emulating the 
speculators who have reached the top of wealth’s 
pinnacle in a few strenuous jumps. The general 
effect has been to unsettle all 
incite excesses which react periodically. It has 
resulted to no small extent in ‘placing Money 
above manhood and to make vested interests para- 
mount to huMan interests. No abiding solution can 
be applied until we re-establish a standard of 


buSiness morality and human aims higher than the 
grabbing of the dollar.
